Attached please find the Receipt and Acknowledgment of the Presentence Investigation 
Report signed by Mr. Cruz and me, indicating that there are material inaccuracies in the 
presentence report. 

Specifically, paragraph 17 indicates that Mr, Cruz used a computer to persuade, induce, 
entice, coerce, or facilitate the travel of a minor to engage in prohibited sexual conduct and addi 
two points to -the base offense level for such. Mr. Cruz disagrees with the inclusion of these tw<j) 
points. Though law enforcement posed as a minor, no minor was actually persuaded, induced, 
enticed, or coerced or ever traveled anywhere. Also, Mr. Cruz did not attempt to persuade, 
induce, entice, coerce, or facilitate the travel of the law enforcement officer posing as a minor. 
Rather, Mr. Cruz traveled himself to meet the officer posing as a minor. When the assessed twe 
points are removed from the offense level, the resulting total offense level is 21 and the 
sentencing guideline range is 37 to 46. 

As an additional minor matter, paragraph 28 misspells Mr. Cruz's mother's name which 
should be Alicia Argueta. Argueta is also the surname of Mr. Cruz's step-father.
